. ‘greater control over their now weak wills, 

.*, F The will is a faculty of the soul which, like the 
oe intellect, should be trained from childhood. The 
discipline of the reformatory, of the penitentiary, of 
the military school, may keep the will in forced sub- 
mission, but the nt up inclinations of the institution 
inmate are usually given a freer rein with the grant 
of liberty. 

True reform must be inspired by religious mo- 
tives. It is true that the physician can persuade a 
man to relinquish the use of drink or tobacco, or to 


. confine himself to a vegetarian diet, when moralizers 
. or reformers would fail absolutely; but it is also true, 
- generally speaking, that the formation of:a habit of 
self-control must be begun in childhood, for “as the 
: tree is bent, so shall it grow.’ 
a. When the child is taught of his relationship to a 
: - Heavenly Father and of the corresponding responsi- 
=: bility, of the exaction of the Decalogue, of the merit 
: of self-deivial, etc., etc.; when he is trained to conform 
his youthful will to the divine will as revealed in the 
| commandments and in the provisions established by 


the Savior, self-control becomes comparatively easy. 

Faith teaches that the faculties of soul suffered 
by the injury done human nature itself in the fall of 
our first parents; that man’s intellect is not as keen 
nor his will as strong as they otherwise would be; that 
man rather inclines to evil than to good; that, there- 
fore, the aid of actual grace, or a divine assistance, is 
necessary for the observance of the moral law. Of 
course, their assistance is denied no one, but only 
those who have striven to cultivate spirituality, know 
: from experience “how sweet is the yoke and light the 
: burden” of the Lord—the discipline and rule of life to 
which the Christian must submit his will. 

The persistent strife “to avoid evil and te do 
good” is not only compatible with happiness, but it 
alone conduces thereto, If we would have stronger 
wills, let us discipline ourselves, prompted solely by 
the motive of “doing the will of God”: success, a 
thousand times greater than that which would follow 
the mastery of all books written on “Will Power’, will 
crown our efforts,
